Fort Benjamin Harrison, Indiana­ 
polis, Ind., July 6.— The entrainment 
of the Indiana National Guard mob­ 
ilized at 
Camp 
Ralston 
began at 
dawn today and before tonight it is 
expected the first 
Indiana 
soldiers 
will be on their way to “somewhere 
on the Mexican border.” 
Entrainment orders were received 
by Lieutenant Colonel John T. Tof- 
fey, chief mustering officer, 
shortly 
after midnight 
but the guardsmen 
were not told until 
this 
morning. 
The orders as issued by Major Gen­ 
eral Barry of the central department 
authorized the movement of all In­ 
diana troops “to (lie south,” which 
means to the Mexican border. 
The 
exact destination will not be 
made 
public. 
It will be several days before the 
entire guard can be entrained, ac- 
I cording 
to 
officers. 
The 
artillery 
I battalion consisting of Battery A. 
of 
Indianapolis, 
Battery 
B. 
of 
I Purdue university and Battery C. of 
Lafayette 
began 
entraining 
this 
I morning and will be the first to leave.
